Standards  are  finished  in  black  with  two 
coats  of  the  best  quality  of  enamel  baked 
under  a  high  temperature.  This  produces 
a  hard  smooth  finish  which  will  always 
retain  a  deep  lustre  that  will  neither  peel 
nor  crack.  Special  colored  enamel  can  be 
furnished  at  an  additional  cost.  Aisle 
Standards  are  high-lighted  with  gold 
bronze.  Unless  otherwise  specified  all 
standards  are  finished  in  Black  Enamel. 

WOOD- WORK— Chairs  can  be  furnished 
in  Birch,  Oak,  Quarter-Sawed  Oak  Ve- 
neers, made  up  in  three,  five  or  seven  ply.
